level may be increased if 
a combination of the parity 
price and the supply per- 
centage on August 1, 1969, 
results in higher legal min- 
imum support price.” 

The Chairman pointed

Act of 1949 provides for 
peanut price support at a 
level between 75 and 90 
percent of parity, depend-+ 
ing on the percentage which 
the total supply of peanuts 
is of the normal supply as 
the marketing year begins. 

“In order to be eligible 
for price - support pay- 
ments, it will be necessary 
for producers to plant 
within their 1969 peanut 
acreage allotments,’’ the 
Chairman emphasized,

Explained 


Several people have 
questioned the announce- 
ment in this newspaper last 
week that the City would 
begin collecting the sew- 
age fee next month. 

This fee was imposed 
last year when plans were, 
in the mill for the addition 
to the sewage system and 
the addition of the sedi- 
ment ponds to get the raw 
sewage out of Pea River, 
Federal and State polution 
officials had instructed 
Elba that proper action 
would be taken if this prac- 
tice was not stopped, The 
amount was set by the fed- 
eral government as a con- 
dition for issuing the loan 
and grant for the project. 

The sewage fee is $2.50 
per month and applies to 
everyone using city sewage 
both new and old parts of 
the system.) Those whoare 
not presently onthe system 
will not be required to pay 
until they are connected 
and using city sewage.
